LOOK BEFORE YOU LEAP 


EXPECTATIONS are often the pit- 
falls of marriage. Seventeenth cen- 
tury British author and clergy man 
Thomas Fuller warned: “Deveive 
not thyself by over-expecting hap- 
Piness in the married estate. 
Remember, the nightingales which 


. sing only some months in the spring, 


but commonly are silent when they 
have -hatched their eggs.” 

Romantics view marriage as the 
culmination of love. A natural con- 
nection between the two was 
anything but obvious to those who 
drily observed, “Marriage is low, 
and love is instinct.” Even less sym- 
pathetic to the romantics, Bertrand 
Russell maintained that “love as a 
Telation between men and women 
was tuined by the... desire to make 
sure of the legitimacy of children". 

In the Jewish world, arranged 
Marriages ‘were ἃ time-honoured 
practice, and are still the custom in 
certian Orthodox circles. 
Sometimes the bride und groom may 
meet only once or twice before 
standing logether under the wed- 
ding canopy. Emotional attachment 
doesn't have much of « chance prior 
io the nuptials, but it wasn’t. always 
this way in pious circles, 

In talmudic times, before the 
destruction of the Second Temple

The shelter, which has been 
revamped to look as much as possi- 
ble like a community centre, serves 
as a weekly mecting place for young 
and not-so-young couples, some of 
whom have gcule communication 
problems. ᾿ 

Getting couples to communicate 
onan intellectual level is not always 
easy or even possible. Shalshelet’s 
solution is to provide them with a 
common interest through han- 
dicraft classes, in which they learn 
to recycle discarded objects and to 
fashion them into both practical and 
decorative items for the home, 

This gives them a common in- 
terest and helps to break down com- 
munication barriers. It. also opens 
new vistas with “golden hands”. 
Shulamit Goldfarb, who sets the 
tone for the handicraft classes says: 
“It's a challenge to the imagination, 
and it helps to develop creative 
abilities.” 

The bomb-shelter-community 
centre serves as an informal multi- 
purpose classroom, where couples 
discuss problems with each other 
and with guest lecturers, who talk to 
them about home-making, budgets, 
religion, interior decor, nutrition, 
child-rearing, social contacts inside 
and outside the home, do-it-yourself 
repairs, carpentry, etc. 

Edna, a regular at these group 
sessions, says wilh satisfaction: 


“You can learn a lot through the 


lectures, and you often get valuable 
information that is not available to 
you elsewhere. It's terrific to see 
husbands and wives working side by 
side, making things for their homes, 
nd the men are not ashamed to be 
seen working with a needle and 
thread,” 


THE CAMARADERIE within the 
group belies the number of 
problems that led each couple to 
join. There is no sense of tension. 

“Most of us were very closed and 
inhibited when we came,” slates 
Moshe, “but gradually, we all 
learned to open up.” 

Dudu defines the wider ramifica- 
Vions of Shalshelet as ‘everything 


you wanted to know (about mar- ἡ 


riage) but never dared to ask." He 
Points out that so many private 
problems, in one way or another, 
are general problems, which con- 
front a fot of couples. 
These issues are raised in group 
discussions, and as each couple 
realizes that their fears and doubts 
ate shared by others, there is a 
relaxation in attitude and a more 
Optimistic approach develops 
towards finding solutions. 
Shalshelet also serves as a base 
for new friendships. ““You get help; 
the programmes are interesting and 
you meet other young couples,” 
Says Aviva, 


Activities have spread into some 
Jerusalem neighbourhoods. Aliza 
Herbst, a sooial psychologist who 
Worked in a women’s centre in 
Madison, Wisconsin before settling

likelihood that Israeli husbands 
would agree to participate, and in- 
itially she did encounter resistance, 
After a couple of sessions, however, 
all the husbands were as involved as 
were their wives. 

Herbst encouraged couples to 
develop communication skills and 
stressed the significance of building 
neighbourhood support systems, 
She believes that young couples in 
Israel feel, very isolated, because 
they have moved awuy [rom close- 
knit families and familiar environ- 
ments. 

The high cost of housing in Israel 
forces young couples to buy apart- 
ments in outlying areas, where 
apartments are cheaper. Unless 
they establish a neighbourhood sup- 
port system, any marital problems 
they have will be intensified. “It 
takes a lot of the pressure off when 
you have other people to rely on,” 
says Herbst. 

She is now looking forward to 
repeating the Neve Ya'acov experi- 
ment elsewhere, but will extend the 
programme from nine to 12 ses- 
sions. “It takes time to develop 
group dynamics,” she says, “and 
things would have been better if we 
had offered more sessions." 


SHALSHELET recently lost the 
services of its co-ordinator Aharon 
Mandel, who trained us 8 psy- 
chotherapist and family counsellor 
at New York's Alfred Adler In- 
stitute. After many years of practice 
in his field, Mande! came to Israel 
three years ago. He was nol sure 
that he would be up to handling 
other people’s problems while in- 
volved in his own absorption 
process, and landed a job with the 
Ministry of Education's pedagogic 
centre, where he creates audio- 
visual Jewish educational material. 

After making the adjustment 
from Brooklyn to Jerusalem, 
Mandel became interested in help- 
ing married couples with problems, 
8 field in which he had been trained 
to work. Shalshelet was just begin- 
ing (o make headway, and he more 
or less enme in on the ground floor. 
He discovered that certain things in 
Israel were more accentuated than 
in the U.S., mainly due to economic 
difficulties and the lack of pre- 
marital guidance. Mandel refuses to 
be drawn into hypothetical cases, 
preferring to weigh each against its

background and the people in- 
volved. = 
But there are some golden rules. 
to a good marriage. Mandel’s “Ten 
Commandments” are: 


Thou shalt communicate. 
Thou-shalt love each other. 


Thou shalt be honest with each 
other. 
Thou shalt believe in each other. 


Thou shalt share with each other. 

Thou shalt learn how to argue 
and make peace. 

Thou shalt feel secure as in- 
dividuals and as a couple. 

Thou shalt respect each other. 

Theu shalt not be jealous of each 
other's accomplishments. 

+ Thou shalt build a secure Jewish 
home. 

Wherever there are two Jews 
there are three opinions, and 
Shaishelet, for all its good intentions 
and achievements, is no exception. 
Mande! does not advocate mixed 
marriages among diffcrent ethnic 
groups. “Ullimately, there will be 
mixed ethnic marriages” he says, 
“but as yet, we are not one people, 
and we accentuate differences more 
than similarities. Change will be by 
evolution not revolution. It requires 
education and it's a long-term 
process.” 


MANY PEOPLE believe ‘that the 
divorce rate in Israel would be 
much higher than il already is were 
divorce procedures made easier. 
Refusal ὃν ἃ husband to grant a 
divorce or a wife to accept one has 
left thousands of people living in 
limbo, as rabbinical courts, unlike 
clvil courts, do not exercise the 
right to decree divorces. A rab- 
binical tribunal, after hearing both 
sides of the case may give a decision 
in favour of the petitioner, but 
generally speaking, the rabbinical 
court will do nothing to enforce that 
decision. More often than not, the 
victims of this situation are women 
who live in loveless misery for years. 

Mitzva, an organization primarily 
composed of Orthodux women, has 


been trying for some time to get the _ 


chief rabbis to place a more liberal 
interpretation on the Halacha, so 
that people who want to end their 
marriages will nol have to endure 
traumas because spouses will not 
consent to ἃ dissolution of the 
union. 

_ A suggestion has even been made 
that bridegrooms write a “Bill of 
Divorce” (Ger) at the same time as 
the ketuba is being prepared, and 
that this be left with the rabbinate, 
to be used al its discretion should 
the need arise. The introduction of 
such a custom would be of signifi- 
cant benefit to the deserted Jewish 
wife, who cannot remarry without 


the testimony of a reliable witness” 


that her husband has died. 


A young couple with the mezuza they received from Shalshelet and an explanation of its significance 
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Pessy Krausz, a British social 
worker who pioneered in 
Shulshelet, does not want to con- 
sider the thought of divorce when 
tulking to an engaged couple. There 
are enough provisions in the ketuba 
to protect the. wife, she said, and 
rabbis do deal successfully with the 
problems of deserted wives. 

Mandel also favours a positive 
approach, but is less dogmatic 
aboul it than Krausz. 


What bothers him, as an abser- 
vant Jew, is the loosening of the 
framework of Jewish tradition. He 
says he has heard from single people 
that there is a lot of "free love” in 
Israel, resulting in a misguided 
belief that there is no need to get 
married, People who haven't been 
married think that the physical 
relationship is the main aspect of 
marriage, he says, and if they 
already have a sexual relationship, 
they see no reazon to get tied down. 
“Sex, to some people,'’ says 
Mandel, “signifies the highest form 
of communication. The problem 
here is a lack of family life." 

Even when everything is kusher, 
the pattern. of Jewish family ex- 
istence is threatened by the realities 
of life in Israel, "The kids are in the 
streets; the fathers are ut work until 
all hours with two jobs, and 
sometimes three, and when they*re 
not working, they’re at war or doing 
their reserve duty in the army; and 
the muthers who are feft al home 
are antagonistic about carrying the 
whole burden." The tensions that 
build up from these situations are 
the kill factors in a murriage. 

“Today, we're trying 10 save mar- 
tiages because the existence of our 
people depends on family life,” 
Mandel says. “Family” is the 
operative word, The first of the 613 
precepts of Judaism is “Be fruitful 
and multiply." Given the economic 
climate in Isruel, desires for career 
advancement and the pursuit of per- 
sonal pleasures, the true concept uf 
family is disintegrating in this 
country, Large families are the ex- 

“ception rather than the rule. 

Mandel says there is considerable 
evidence suggesting some 600,000 
abortions were performed in Israel 
in the first 20 years of the state. 
Small families may be the norm ina 
progressive life style, but Mandel 
defines progress as “civilization 
heading from one darkness to 
another.” 

In teaching the lessons on family 
relationships, he frequently refers to 
the Bible, which abounds with ex- 
amples of both good and bad mar- 
riages. “There are plenty of lessons 
we can learn from our sources,” he 
says, “We don't turn to them often 
enough.” 

Mandel is currently torn between 
his desire to create new Jewish 
educational projects and his wish ta 
continue serving the needs of mar- 
ried couples who need guidance. No 
longer able to spare the Lime to co- 
ordinate the activities of Shalshelet, 
-he will remain on the administrative 
board. : 

He is anxious lo see more 
Shalshelet nuclei in urban 
neighbourhoods, based on the 
results of what they have achieved 
to date.

Furniture Club stocks the best of 
Made in Israel furniture and also 
has a consultancy service. 
Jerusalemiles in search of 
something special single out Leo 
Wissman, who is somewhat of a 
legend in the city’s furniture 
history. A master furniture-maker 
who learned his craft in Germany, 
Wissman has been in the business 


for well over half a century. For his 


contribution to the furniture in- 
dustry in this country, he has been 
named a Worthy of Israeli Industry. 

Now close to 80, Wissman still 
works in his huge factory and 
showroom, part of which he, his 
wife and sons set up less than three 
years ago. Wissman is not above rol- 
ling up his sleeves to help one of his 
employees achieve the desired 
results on’a piece of furniture. In his 
younger years, Wissman was the 
best-known custom craftsman in 
Jerusalem. Today, his showroom 
areas are stocked with a large 
variety of furniture for every room 
in the house, as well as office fur- 
niture.

The factory continues 
to.produce custom lines, but mainly 
for hotels and public. institutions.

far from the Talpiot Industrial 
Zone, the Wissman concern sets a 
high standard for the other furniture 
showrooms in this area. He's the 
first one you see on the way in. 

I's customary for bride and 
groom to give each other gifts, 
usually jewelry. This may be seen as

The Dan Hotel chain has a

There is also a Dan honeymoon 
package that does not require (he 
banquet to be held 81 a Dan Hotel 
though it does not apply to the King 
David. You just have to make sure, 
when making your hotel reserva- 
tions, that you get a Dan honey- 
moon voucher. It entitles you lo 
four nights in any Dan hotel or the 
first night in the Dan Tel Aviv or the 


Dan Carmel and the remaining 


three nights in the Dan Caesaria, 
the Dan Accadia or the Dan 
Netanya, 

The Dan honeymoon package 
can be booked through the Dan Tel 
‘Aviv and is charged at bed-and- 
‘preakfast rates for the first night 
and half board for the remaining. 
nights. The offer includes preferred 
rooms, champagne and a cold platter 
on the wedding night and two free 
drinks al the bar and baskets of fruit 
inthe room on the remaining nights. 

Most four- and five-star hotels offer 
enticements for the privilege of 
calering the wedding or hosting the 
honeymooners or both. The Hilton 
hotels go uw step further and give the 
couple a meal on the house on their 
first wedding anniversary if the wed- 
ding banquet was catered al or by 
the Hiltons. 


CHARTER 55 offers an interesting 
package for those who choose 
 Shulhan David on Mount Zion for 
the wedding supper. If you have 200 
or more guesta, the package deal in- 
cludes tickets for two to any 
Charter 55 destination in Europe. 
Moreover, the more guests you 
have, the less you have to pay per 
head, and the more valuable the gift 
from Charter 55. For 400 guests, 
you pay as little as $8.95 per head,

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THE WESTERN visitor or im- 
migrant to Israel would do well to 
ask afew questions nbout what is in 
Store before attending an Israeli 
wedding. In particular, this might 
prevent the embarrassment of being 
over-dressed, Formal weddings are 
rare in {srael. The bride is usually in 
full regalia, but her mother and the 
groom's mother more often than 
not choose sumething simple and 
practical, which will not have to be 
confined to the back of thescloset 
after the grand event. 

Likewise, the groom takes a pric- 
tical approach to his attire. If he has 
no use for a suit in his future life, he 
isn't likely to waste the money just 
to wear one under the chuppa. Even 
if he does wear a suit, it certainly 
won'l be a cutaway or a tuxedo. It 
will be a business suit, which will 
serve him in good stead where ap- 
pearances influence impressions. 

One seldom sees bridal atten- 
dants in Israel. Matrons of honour, 
bridesmaids, flower girls and their 
male counterparts are virtually un- 
known, ns are other overseus tradi- 
tions, Few isrueli brides upproach 
the canopy to the strains of 
Mendelsolin's Wedding Marck, nor 
do they urrive at the site of the wed-

ding in a chauffeur-driven limousine 
with white tulle ribbons across the 


bonnet. ἫΝ 
tn Ashkenazi communities, the 


bridal march in Israel usuatly has a 
hassidic beat; and in Sephardi com- 
munities, the music is frequently 
drowned out by female relatives and 
guests ululating their joy. 

The bridal “curriage” can vary 
from a small four-seater to a tow 
truck, In either case, the body of the 
vehicle is most often festooned with 
flowers and balloons, and oc- 
casionully the bonnet is bedecked 
by ἡ papier maché Star of David, 

In many parts of the world, it is 
the bride's prerogative to be lale, so 
that she can make a grand en- 
trance when all the guests are 
already assembled. In Israel, the 
rabbi is more inclined to be late 
than the bride, and will turn up for 
an afternvon wedding just long 
enough before sunset to permil the 
ceremony to take place according 
to the Hebrew ‘calendar date listed

on the ketuba. An evening wedding 
can comnence any time up to two 
hours later than the hour stated on 
the invitation. 


WHETHER Orthodox or not, 
brides in Israel are queens for a day 


and many of them receive their. 


guests (and their gifts) while seated 
on a makeshift throne, Orthodox 
weddings tend to be more formal 
than secular, depending on the 
degree of orthodoxy. The knitted 
skull cap (kippa sruga) set, if one can 
generalize, go in for casual dress 
and don't object to mixed seating. 

Among the more devout, almost 
every male is dressed in a dark suit 
if not a kapota frock coat and the 
elegantly bewigged women are all in 
long-sleeved dresses, whatever the 
weather. Men and women are 


separate rooms or in a large hall 
divided by a curtain or talt pot 
plants. The bride is the only woman 
permitted to enter the male domain, 
and then only for the mitzva dance 
and the recitation of the seven bless- 
ings. : 

Catering at orthodox weddings is 
almost always a sit-down affair with 
Αἱ least three courses. Venues for 
Orthodox weddings used to be 
relatively drab, since the partici- 
pants were more concerned about 
the standard of kashrut than the 
glamour of the surroundings. Times 
are changing though, as more and 
more hotels are going in for glart 
kasher catering. 

Hotels are among the few places 
where guests can take the weight off 
their feet during the ceremony.

JEWS display remarkable extremes 
in their legal relationships. Dia- 
mond traders, dealing in highly ex- 
pensive merchandise, write no con- 
tracts or guarantees, but seal their 
transactions with a hand-shake and 
a traditional verbal exchange, mazal 
nid brucha — good fortune and 
blessirig. There is an implicit sense 
of trust, 

Yet, when a Jew takes a wife, 
places aring on her finger and says: 
“Behold, with this ring, thou art 
sanctified to me according to the 
law of Moses and of Israel,” itis not 
enough. He must also present her 
with a contract, a ketuba, duly 
signed by two witnesses, 

Written in Aramaic, the ketuba 
sets down his obligations to work 
for her, to honour her, to support 
and maintain her in faithfulness and 
to provide for her a fixed sum from 
his estate in the event of her being 
widowed or divorced. The ketuba 
also states, inter alia, that the 
bride plighted her troth to the 
groom and consented to become his 
wife, 

The keluba is not, however, the 
kind of document to be filed away 
with a couple's mortgage agree- 
ment, insurance policies or other 
important papers. The ketuba is a 
Promise worth framing. Over the 
centuries it has come to be a work 
of art, whose design and calligraphy 
may be an investment of con- 
siderable time and expense, 

During the past few years, the ar- 
listic ketuba has enjoyed a popular 
revival, and some printing firms 
have been cashing in on the 
phenonienon by producing ketuba 
posters, These are not quite kosher 
within the framework of Jewish law,

DURING their five years in 
Jerusalem, the Matars befriended 
other craftsmen and artists and 
developed a keen interest in reviv- 
ing artistic ketubot. Ruth Matar 
describes it as ‘a natural outgrowth 
of our interest in Judaica.” They 
commissioned three artists to create 
the outlines and paint them, and a 
scribe, who also happens to be an 
atlisl, to write the texts. 

“The ketuba seemed a natural,” 
says Ruth Matar. “It has always 
been part of Jewish art, and it has 


been enjoyed by so many people for i 


so many centuries." 

Not everyone who comes to the 
gallery is initially aware of the 
ketuba display. People come in to 
buy ornate wine goblets lo be used 
al the wedding ceremony; mezuzot 
for the new home; silver 
candlesticks for the bride; or 
matching wedding rings, and they 
then find that they can’t take their 
eyes away from the framed ketubot 
lining the walls. 

Available on fine quality paper or 
parchment, the ketubot mostly full 
in the $195-§285 price runge. Each js 
signed by the artist. A parchment 
ketuba is somewhat more cxpen- 
sive, and imitation parchment paper 
looks quite impressive, The ketubot 
are packed in scroll cases and can 
be shipped anywhere in the world. 

For engaged couples, the Mutars 
have an order form in which the 
couples are asked to consult with 
their rabbi as to the conditions to be 
listed in the ketuba, plus all the rele- 
vant information about names and 
dates. Just as some couples who 
want to reaffirm their vows buy new 
wedding rings, they also buy new 
ketubot.

100 prints at a ridiculously low 
figure. They are not shown any 
proof sheets, nor do they always get 
their prints on the date promised. 
Then they may receive the worst 
shots of all. “What about the chup- 
pa and the head table?" they ask. 
“We saw you lake those 
photographs. Why aren't they 
here?” 

“Oh, if you want those” says the 
moonlighter, “you'll have to pay ex- 
tra. Our deal was for a 100 photos 
and you've got them.” 

No reputable photographer 
would behave this way, says Rosen- 
baum. The accepted practice is to 
present the couple with contact 
sheets from which they make a 
selection. Any prints ordered in ex- 
cess of the number originally agreed 
upon are charged for separately, 
The charge per print depends on 
size and whether the photographs 
are computer machine or hand- 
printed. The price range is between 
51 and $5 per print. The price today 
for the 100 candid photographs is in 
the neighbourhood of $125. 

Rosenbaum never takes a couple 
out on the beachfront for a 
backdrop of the Tel Aviv twilight. 
“That's for the moonlighters who 
have no studios,” he comments. It 
wasn’t his habit to take brides out 
on location in America either. “! 
can't imagine an American bride 
running out to the sea-side to get 
her hair all mussed up," he laughs. 

The latest craze in Israel, he says, 
is for video weddings. “Sound 
movies are almost out. Everyone 
wants video." The price for captur- 
ing the happy day on a video casette 
can be as low as $160 and as high us. 
$900. 11 depends on lighting, sound 
equipment, the size and number of 
cameras used, editing necessary and 
variety of special effects. 

Rosenbaum uses a three-hour 
casette, bul the average programme 
is between 1-14 hours. “If you 
make it any longer, it gets boring,” 
he suys. 

Besides the wedding itself done 
with special effects the video tape 
may include shots of the wedding 
photos of both sets of parents, the 
wedding invitation of the 
newlyweds, flashbacks of the bride 
and groom from babyhood to nup- 
tials and close-ups. Though 
schmaltzy, such a casctte is much 
more exciting than leafing through 4 
family album.
